been  added  the  crest 
and  motto  of  the  Fail- 
zerton  branch  as  repre- 
senting the  eldest  line, 
derived  through  mar- 
riage of  the  heiress  of 
Margaret  Forsyth  and 
Capt.  Jehan  Denys 
with  Capt.  James  For- 
saith  of  Failzerton, 
whose  only  daughter 
married  Walter  Forsyth, 
Provost  of  Glasgow 
College,  in  1678. 


Introduction 


. I do  not  claim  that  this  is  an  original  compo- 
sition. Much  of  the  early  historical  matter  was 
extracted  from  three  books  written  by  Frederick 
Gregory  Forsyth  de  Fronsac  and  published  in 
1888,  1897  and  1903;  and  a ’History  of  the  Forsyth 
Family1  written  by  Jennie  Forsyth  Jeffries  in 
1920.  I have  merely  consolidated  and  condensed 
these  books  and  added  a number  of  American  fami- 
lies. In  several  instances,  I have  brought  the 
record  up  to  a current  date. 

Forsyths  are  Scotch.  Various  branches  of  the 
family  are  identified  by  adding  the  name  of  an 
estate,  castle,  town,  county  or  state  to  the 
family  name.  Failzerton  was  an  estate  in  County 
Ayr  owned  by  Robert  Forsyth,  from  whom  I descend.

Esther  Sykes  May,  Wichita,  Kansas;  Allan  N.  Forsyth, 
Concord,  N.C.;  Charlotte  Hubbard,  Oxford,  Md.; 
Colonel  Forsyth  Bacon,  Vancouver,  Wash.;  John  F. 
Forsyth,  Mobile,  Ala.;  the  State  Historians  of  Iowa, 
Georgia  and  Virginia;  Historians  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Iowa,  Virginia,  New  Jersey  and  Ohio;  and 
Rev.  Melvin  Lee  Steadman,  Jr®,  Pastor  of  the  Harmony 
Methodist  Church  in  Hamilton,  Virginia,  Historian 
for  the  Methodist  Church  in  Virginia,  minister, 
author,  lecturer  and  genealogist,  contributed 
material.  All  of  the  persons  named,  except  my 
sister,  are  cousins  of  some  degree. 

A special  effort  has  been  made  to  locate  descen- 
dants of  my  great,  great,  great  grandparents, 

William  and  Sarah  Jackson  Forsyth,  with  only  moder- 
ate success.  So  many  Virginia  records  were  des- 
troyed during  the  Civil  War  that  it  is  quite  diffi- 
cult to  trace  early  settlers  of  that  state.  Should 
any  reader  wish  to  send  to  me  more  information 
about  any  Forsyth  family,  supplements  may  bo  issued 
so  that  at  some  future  time  there  may  bo  a complete 
history  of  the  family. 
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Some  historians  and  genealogists  assert  that  the 
name  Forsyth  originated  with  For site,  the  Good, 
grandson  of  Odin,  chief  of  a Scythian  tribe 
residing  in  Turkestan  in  about  70  B.C.  "When 
pressed  by  the  Romans,  Odin  moved  northwesterly 
into  what  is  now  Hanover  and  Westphalia  where  he 
conquered  a considerable  area  and  formed  an  al- 
liance with  the  King  of  Sweden  and  became  a pow- 
erful monarch.  Balder  was  the  son  of  Odin  and 
his  wife  Frigge.  Forsite  was  the  son  of  Balder 
and  his  vdfe  Nannie.  Forsite *s  reign  was  noted 
for  peace  and  progress.  No  one  has  been  able 
to  establish  the  complete  blood  line,  father-to- 
son.  descendancy,  from  Forsite  to  later  genera- 
tions. 


All  Seotch,  English  and  Irish  Forsyths  trace 
thoir'  ancestory  to  one  man,  Osbert  de  Forsyth, 
who  mi grated  from  France  to  Scotland  in  1236. 

It  is  said  that  at  a later  date,  1^36,  the 
Forsyths  of  Scotland  were  again  reduced  to  one 
man,  Osbert  de  Forsyth  II.  ky  generation  is  the 
21st  descending  from  Osbert  II,  and  thus  I am  at 
least  a 42nd  cousin  of  all  Forsyths,  if  not  more 
closely  related. 

The  ancestry  of  the  first  Osbert  de  Forsyth  is 
well  established  from  Forsyth  the  adopted  nephew 
of  Charlemagne,  King  of  the  Franks,  764-814. 

Born  in  753,  Forsyth  was  the  son  of  Roderic  and 
a half  brother  of  Roland,  Duke  of  the  Marshes  of 
Brittany.  Roderic  was  the  son  of  Pepin  Le  Brief, 
714-768,  ana  a brother  of  Charlemagne . Forsyth 
was  adopted  as  a nephew  by  Charlemagne  when  Rod- 
; eric  died  and  he  was  made  First  Lord  of  France. 

In  the  year  786,  the  Emperor  Charlemagne  built 
the  Castle  Forsyth  on  the  banks  of  tho  Dordogne 
in  Aquitania,  20  miles  above  Bordeaux  as  a re- 
straining influence  on  tho  Gascons.  It  was  later 
called  Forsath  de  Fronsac  which  the  Scotch 
changed  to  Forsyth.  It  was  made  the  capitol  of 
the  district,  and  Charlemagne  appointed  as  the 
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first  Comte  his  adopted  nephew  Forsyth,  who  was 
the  ancestor  of  the  Comtes  Forsyth  de  Fronsac, 
whose  possessions  in  the  oldest  male  continued 
down  to  the  15th  century,  when  the  English  at 
war  with  the  French,  and  under  the  command  of 
the  Earl  of  Derby,  invaded  Aquitania  and  des- 
troyed the  Castle  Forsyth. 

Before  this,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  15th 
Century  and  the  beginning  of  the  14-th  Century, 
Scotland  entered  into  an  alliance  with  some  of 
the  princes  and  nobles  of  France  in  order  to 
gain  independence  from  the  claims  of  sover- 
eignty which  England  proclaimed  over  her.  Cadet 
Osbert  de  Forsyth  accompanied  Princess  Eleanor, 
daughter  of  the  Comte  de  Provence,  to  England 
when  she  became  the  wife  of  King  Henry  III,  in 
1236.  His  son  was: 

“WILLIAM  de  FORSYTH,  who  took  an  oath  of  loyalty 
to  King  Edward  I in  1296.  His  son  was: 

ROBERT  de  FORSYTH*,  who  moved  to  Stirlingshire 
Scotland.  Some  say  that  his  only  son  was  the  . 
last  living  Forsyth  in  Scotland  or  England  and 
that  the  family  was  within  one  person  of  becom- 
ing extinct.  This  soil  was: 

OSBERT  de  FORSYTH,  II,  who  supported  the  claims 
of  Robert  de  Bruce  to  the  throne  of  Scotland. 

He  commanded  the  troops  who  won  the  Battle  of 
Bannockburn  from  the  English  on  June  13,  13^4. 
This  victory  established  Robert  as  the  King  of 
Scotland.  Osbert  was  given  a grant  of  land  in 
Stirling.  His  son  Robert  was  one  of  the  great 
military  loaders  of  Scotland  and  became  the  . 
Governor  of  Stirling  Castle  in  1368,  and  feudal 
Baron  of  Dykes,  first  Lord  of  Dykes  Castle  in 
Lanark  County.  Osbert* s son  William  was  Baillce 
of  Edinburgh  in  1364.  Robert's  son  was: 

JOHN  do  FORSYTH,  who  succeeded  his  father  as 
crown  officer  of  Stirling  in  1379,  and  Baron  of 
Nydie.  His  son  was: 
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Vv I LLIAIvI  do  FORSYTH,  who  succeeded  his  father  in 
1399,  His  son  was: 

ROBERT  de  FORSYTH,  who  witnessed  a charter  for 
Robert  Keith,  Earl  Marischall  of  Scotland  in 
1429.  Robert’s  five  sons  established  the  Uni- 
versity of  Glasgow.  The  elder,  John,  was  Baron 
of  Dykes.  Thomas,  the  second  son,  was  incorpo- 
rator of  the  University  in  1473,  and  became 
dean  of  the  faculty  in  1496.  He  was  Canon  of 
Glasgow  in  1487.  Another  of  Robert’s  sons  signed 
the  charter  of  the  University  in  1483  and  was  an 
instructor.  Matthew,  the  fourth  son,  was  an 
elector  who  chose  regents  for  the  University  in 
1497,  and  the  fifth  son,  Robert,  was  an  officer. 
David,  son  of  the  last  preceding  John,  became 
Baron  of  Nydie,  a castle  in  Fife. 

JOHN  de  FORSYTH,  son  of  the  preceding  Robert, 
acquired  lands  in  Gilcairnstorm,  County  of  Aber- 
deen in  1470.  He  married  the  daughter  of  James 
Douglas,  Lord  of  Dykes,  County  Lanark,  in  1470. 

His  son  was: 

DAVID  de  FORSYTH,  of  Gilcairnstorm,  Lord  of  Dykes 
and  Baron  of  Nydie  in  1488.  His  son  was: 

DAVID  de  FORSYTH,  Baron  of  Nydie,  Lord  of  Dykes 
in  1507.  His  son  was: 

JOHN  FORSYTH,  the  first  to  drop  the  ‘de’.  Lord  of 
Dykes  and  Baron  of  Nydie  in  1540.  He  had  a bro- 
ther James  Forsyth,  who  was  a signer  of  the  feu- 
dal charter  before  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
Edinburg  in  1560,  as  Lord  of  the  Monastery  of 
Dumbiane.  Another  brother  was  Henry  Forsyth, 
Rector  of  Monymusk  in  1542.  John  Forsyth  of  Dykes 
in  1543,  transferred  his  estates  in  Gilcairnstorm, 
County  Aberdeen,  to  Lord  Gordon  of  Pittwig.  He 
was  in  the  military  service  of  France  in  1560  and 
assumed  the  title  of  Comte  de  Fronsac.  The  next 
in  line,  son  of  John  Forsyth,  Lord  of  fykes,  was: 
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DAVID  FORSYTH#  Lord  of  Dykes  in  1571,  Commissioner 
of  Revenue  for  Glasgow  in  1594.  His  children  were; 

1.  Margaret,  who  married  Jean  Denys,  of  Kon- 
fleur  and  St.  Vincent  do  Tours  of  France, 
and  had  a son,  Chevalier  Ki colas  Denys, 

Vi  court©  do  Fronsac  and  Royal  Governor  of 
Acadia. 

2.  James,  Commissioner  of  Glasgow,  1608. 

3.  Tv'illiam#  his  successor  as  Lord  of  Dykes. 

4.  Matthew,  Lord  of  Auohongray,  an  advocate. 

5.  Robert,  who  was  the  first  Lord  of  Failsor.- 
ton.  County  Ayr.  lie  was  in  the  French  Array 
and  was  a claimant  to  the  title  Forsyth  de 
Fronsac.  In  addition  to  his  estates  in 
Scotland,  he  obtained  for  military  service, 
a grant  of  land  in  Ulster,  Ireland,  in  1618# 
where  some  of  his  descendants  settled  at  a 
later  date. 

CAPTAIN  JAMES  FORSYTH#  son  of  Robert  of  Failzer- 
ton,  an  officer  in  land  and  sea  enterprises# 
married  his  cousin.  Marguerite,  daughter  of  the 
Chevalier  Nicolas  Denys. 

’AILLI/iM  FORSYTH,  son  of  tho  last  'preceding  David 
Forsyth,  Lord  of  Dykes,  was  Commissioner  to  Par- 
li ament . for  Forres  in  1621.  His  children  were: 

1.  Gilliam  Forsyth,  Lord  of  Dykes,  his  succes- 
sor, whoso  daughter  Barbara  married  the 
Baron  Rollo. 

2.  John  Forsyth,  Member  of  Parliament  for 
Cullen,  1652,  one  of  the  signers  of  tho 
commission  to  meet  with  the  English  Par- 
liament to  consider  the  union  of  England 
and  Scotland,  lie  married  a daughter  of  Sir; 
William  Livingston  of  Kilsyth.  Their 
children  we re: 

a.  James  of  Tailzerton,  County  Stirling. 

b.  Halter,  Provost  of  tho  University  of 
Glasgow,  who  married  Margaret,  daugh- 
ter of  Captain  James  Forsyth. 

3.  James  Forsyth,  from  whom  aro  tho  Forsyths 
of  Cromarty  and  Elgin. 
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She  last  two  marriages  present  a family  riddle. 
David  de  Forsyth,  1571,  had  a daughter.  Margue- 
rite, who  married  a Franch  cousin, . Nicolas 
Denys.  They  had  a granddaughter.  Marguerite, 
who  married  Captain  James  Forsyth  of  Fail 20 rt on, 
soil  of  Robert  and  grandson  of  David  de  Forsyth. 
Marguerite  and  James  had  a daughter  who  married 
Walter  Forsyth,  Provost  of  the  University,  who 
v/as  the  son  of  William,  grandson  of  John,  and 
great-grandson  of  David  de  Forsyth. 

WALTER  FORSYTH,  Provost  of  the  University  of 
Glasgow,  and  MARGARET  FORSYTH, , wore  the  parents 

of: 

1*  JAMES  FORSYTH  OF  FAILZERTON,  Vicomte  de 
■Fronsac,  a Captain  in  King  William  of 
Orange's  Irish  Campaign,  married  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Major  Hugh  Montgomery  of 
County  Ayr. 

2.  CAPTAIN  ALEXANDER  FORSYTH,  who  was  the 
father  of  Alexander  of  Boston. 

JAMES  aI\!D  MARGaRET  FORSYTH  of  Failzerton  were 
the  parents  of  Matthew,  Alexander  and  Thomas. 
Matthew  migrated  to  New  Hampshire  and  was  the 
ancestor  of  my  branch  of  the  family. 

Several  of  the  other  Forsyth  families  who  appear 
herein  are  either  of  tho  family  of  Failzerton  or 
are  very  closely  related.  Their  ancestry  can  be 
traced  to  Robert :s  estate  in  Ulster,  but  their 
exact  relationship  to  my’ ancestors  is  not  known. 

Some  genealogists  dispute  my  line  and  claim  that 
ir.y  ancestors,  the  Forsyths  of  Prince  William  and 
Loudoun  Counties  of  Virginia,  descend  from 
James  and  Grace  Forsyth  who  came  to  York  County, 
Virginia  in  1668  and  obtained  a grant  of  land  in 
1588.  This  James'  parentage  has  never  been  estab- 
lished and  he  may  be  a son  or  grandson  of  tho 
James  who  married  Margaret  Montgomery.  Dr.  Alvin 
Laroy  Duckett,  in  his  book,  "John  Forsyth, 
Political  Tactician,"  says  that  James  and  Grace 
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left  a son,  James,  Jr.,  in  Scotland,  and  that 
he  had  a son  Matthew  who  settled  in  Chester, 
hew  Hampshire,  and  that  Matthew  had  a son 
Matthew,  Jr.,  who  moved  to  Fredericksburg, 
Virginia,  about  1770. 

The  Forsyths  of  Front  Royal,  Warren  County, 
Virginia,  reside  only  twenty  miles  from  Prince 
William  County  where  my  great-great-great-, 
grandparents  lived  and  sixty  miles  from  Fred- 
ericksburg where  Matthew,  Jr.  moved  from  Mew 
Hampshire.  This  family  has  lived  in  the  area 
for  more  than  170  years  and  family  history,  if 
not  written,  but  handed  down  from  one  gener- 
ation to  the  next  must  be  given  credence. 
Elizabeth  Leslie  Forsyth,  the  late  Mrs.  0.  R. 
Bowen,  of  Front  Royal,  compiled  a family  his- 
tory which  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Matthew 
Forsyth  was  bora  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  but 
later  went  to  Ireland  where  he  married  Esther 
Graham.  They  left  their  home  in  Ireland  in 
1733  and  sailed  for  America.  They  made  their 
home  in  Chester,  New  Hampshire.  Their  son, 
Matthew,  Jr.,  was  the  father  of  Robert  of 
Fredericksburg  and  William.  William  is  be- 
lieved to  bo  our  great -great-grand father  who 
married  Sarah  Jackson,  sister  of  Andrew  Jackson, 
President  of  the  United  States.  Yvilliam* s 
nephew  John,  son  of  Robert,  was  Secretary  of 
State  in  the  Jackson-Van  Buren  Cabinets.  William 
and  Sarah  moved  to  Prince  William  County,  Va..." 

James  and  Grace  Forsyth  may  have  had  other  sons 
who  came  to  Virginia  with  them  or  were  born  to 
them  in  Virginia.  The  records  in  a number  of 
counties  were  destroyed  during  the  Civil  War, 
however,  all  agree  that  William  and  Robert  are 
descendants  of  James  and  Grace  either  by 
Matthew  Senior  and  Junior  or  some  other  son  of 
theirs.  Other  Virginia  Forsyths  who  may  have 
descended  from  James  and  Graoe  are; 
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James  and  Elizabeth  Forsyth  of  Prince  Edward 
County. 'They  named  Robert  executor  of  their  will 
in  1785. 

Benjamin  Forsyth,  who  moved  to  Worth  Carolina 
from  Virginia,  became  so  well  established  that  a 
county  was  named* for  him.  He  was  a Colonel  in 
the  YiTar  of  1812  and  was  killed  in  the  Battle  of 
Champlain,  Rev;  York.  lie  loft  no  male  heirs. 

James,  1804-1886,  and  Cecelia  3.  Owens  Forsyth, 
1806-1390,  ancestors  of  a prominent  south  Georgia 
family.  They  are  buried  on  rny  great-groat  grand- 
father’s farm  near  Haymarket,  Va.  See  Sect.  4. 

James,  born  1796,  and  Elizabeth  Blessing  Forsyth, 
1811-1875,  ancestors  of* Attorney  Carl  8.  Forsyth 
of  hew  York  City. 


Matthew  and  John  Forsythe  Some  say  they  were 
brothers  of  William  and  Robert  Forsyth.  They 
fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  Virginia, 
moved  to  North  Carolina  and  to  Kentucky  in  1789. 
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FORSYTHS  OF  PRINCE  WILLIAM  COUNTY,  VA. 

WTLLIaM  FORSYTH,  1753-  , vcs  my  great-great- 

great-grandfather,  and  probably  the  first 
Forsyth  to  liv©  in  Prince  William  County,  Va. 

His  father  was  Matthew,  Jr,,  son  of  Matthew  of 
I\fow  Hampshire.  My  great-great -great-grandmotner 
was  Sarah  Jackson,  -1849,  whom  Elizabeth 
Leslie  Forsyth  (Mrs.  0.  R.  Bowen),  of  Front 
Royal,  Va.,  says  was  a sister  of  Andrew  Jackson, 
President  of  the  United  States.  Their  children, 
all  born  in  Prince  William  County,  Va.,  were: 

JACKSON  FORSYTH,  1785-  , who  married  Henrietta 

Couch.  They  wero  my  great-great-grandparents . 
Their  children  were:  William  Jackson,  my  great- 
grandfather, Erne  line,  ivl&ry  and  Sarah.  All  that 
is  known  of  the  great-great-aunts  is  that  Emoline 
was  living  in  Baltimore,  Md.  in  1834,  and  that 
Sarah  had  married  a Mr.  Compton  and  was  living  in 
Alexandria,  Va.  in  1892. 

CATHARINE  FORSYTH,  1787-1848.  Married  Thomas 
Shepard  of  Loudoun  County,  Va.  Two  children. 
After  her  death,  Thomas  moved  to  Ohio. 

CHARLOTTE  FORSYTH,  1789-1850.  Married  Josiah 
Luckett  of  Rappahanock  County,  Va.  One  son  who 
lived  in  Warren  County,  Va. 

WILLIaM  FORSYTH,  1794-1355.  See  Forsyths  of 
Front  Royal,  Va.  Section  5. 

THORNTON  FORSYTH,  1797-  . Married  Ilulda  Fos- 

ter of  ’barren  County,  Va*  Seven  children.  Lived 
in  Harpers  Ferry  during  the  Civil  War.  Moved  to 
Baltimore,  Md*  One  son,  Richard  N.  Forsyth 
lived  in  Warren,  Ohio  in  1903.  3eo  Section  20. 

HARRISON  FORSYTH,  1803-1885.  Married  Margaret 
Martin  of  Warren  County,  Va.  Three  children. 

She  died  in  1830.  He  married  Celia  Cockran  of 
Warren  County,  Va.  Moved  to  Page  County,  Va. 

Five  children  by  Celia.  She  died  in  1846.  He 
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moved  to  Ohio  with  six  surviving  children  and 
married  Elizabeth  Jones  of  Ohio.  Seo  Sect.  20. 

SARAH  FORSYTH,  1803-1865.  Married  Abner  Lehow 
of  Page  County,  Ya.  Several  children  including 
Sarah  and  William  H.  Lehew  of  Page  County,  Va. 

JUDITH  FORSYTH,  1805-1855.  Never  married. 

Buried  in  Warren  County,  Va. 

FRAMLYTI  FORSYTH,  1808-1885.  Married  Maria 
Rogers  of  Warren  County,  Va.  Seven  children. 
Maria  died  and  is  buried  in  Warren  County,  Va. 

He  moved  to  Ohio  in  1865  and  remarried.  See 
Section  20. 

ELIZABETH  FORSYTH,  1811-1855.  Married  Thomas  W. 
Blackwood  of  Warren  County,  Va.  Twelve  children. 
After  nor  death,  he  moved  to  Ohio.  See  Sect.  20. 

M'iss  Maude  Forsyth  of  Leesburg,  my  last  relative 
named  Forsyth  living  in  Loudoun  County,  Va.,  died 
October  30,  1967.  I was  given  many  of  her  pic- 
tures and  personal  papers.  I found  among  the 
papers  a letter  written  on  October  22,  1903  by 
George  W.  Forsyth  of  Front  Royal,  Va*  to  Maude !s 
father,  James  H.  Forsyth  of  Leesburg,  containing 
the  foregoing  information  about  William  and 
Sarah* s children. 

William  died  about  1820  and  Sarah  died  in  1849. 
They  are  buried  in  Marshall,  Va. 

It  is  presumed  that  most  of  the  older  Forsyths 
were  planters.  No  records  exist  to  throw  any 
light  on  their  occupations  except  a chattel 
mortgage  on  file  in  Fauquier  County,  Va.,  It 
was  made  by  William  Forsyth,  probably  William, 
Jr.,  dated  Oct.  9,  1833,  and  the  amount  was 
$84.68,  secured  by  the  following  personal  prop- 
erty: "One  horse,  bridle  and  saddle.  One  horse 

cart  and  gear.  Three  feather  beds  and  three 
bedsteads.  Two  tables.  Six  chairs.  One  chest. 
One  candle stand.  Two  breakfronts.  One  desk. 


[One  dozen  plates.  Two  sets  cups  and  saucers. 
Five  bowls.  Five  tumblers.  Two  cream  mugs. 

Two  dishes.  Three  tea  pots.  Two  small  mugs. 

One  coffee  pot.  One  soup  pan  and  large  waiter. 
One"  looking  glass  and  one  meal  sifter.  One  sad 
iron.  One  spinning  wheel.  Three  iron  pots. 

One  gridiron.  Two  ovens.  One  tea  kettle.  One 
skillet.  Two  slates.  One  plough  and  gear. 

Three  hogs.  Fifteen  barrels  of  corn.  One  cow 
and  yearling.  Two  sets  of  ? hoops.  Four 
drawing  knives.  Two  rounding  knives.  Two 
coopers  adds.  One  coopers  arc.  One  hand  saw. 
Two  pairs  of  compasses.  Two  jointers.  Two 
crows.  Four  thousand  pieces  of  coopers  stuff. 
Two  sets  knives  and  forks.  Half  dozen  tea 
spoons.  Two  decanters  and  one  cutting  arc. 
Thirty,  five  turkeys  and  a parcel  of  fodder." 

This  probably  was  an  inventory  of  all  of  Will- 
iam* s personal  property.  It  is  copied  here 
verbatum  for  it,  appears  to  have  some  historical 
value.  Y/illiam  was  probably  a cooper  and  small 
farmer. 

There  was  another  Forsyth  family  living  in 
Prince  William  County,  Va.  that  was  so  close  to 
my  great-great-grandfather,  Jackson  Forsyth, 
that  their  oldest  known  ancestors  aro  buried  on 
Jackson’s  farm  northwest  of  Haymarket,  Va.,  but 
their  actual  relationship  is  not  known.  The 
oldest  living  member  of  the  family,  now  of 
Cairo,  Georgia,  can  remember  that  his  family 
once  lived  in  Uow-  Market,  Shenandoah  County,  Va. 
and  moved  to  Haymarket  when  he  was  very  young. 
The  two  Battles  of  Bull  Run  were  fought  in 
Princo  William  County.  The  farm  is  just  to  the 
rear  of  the  battle  line.  James  Floyd  Forsyth 
of  Albany,  Ga«,  compiled  information  about  the 
family  which  is  in  Section  4 - Forsyths  of 
Georgia. 
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FORSYTHS  OF  LOUDOUTJ  COUNTY,  VIRGINIA 

■JILLIAM  JACKSON  FORSYTH,  1814-1891,  son  of 
[aokson  Forsyth  of  Princo  William  County,  Va., 
vas  my  great-grandfather.  lie  moved  to  Leesburg 
/a.  about  1840.  This  is  about  25  miles  north- 
3rly  from  his  father* s home  near  Eaymarket , Va. 
E have  a random  collection  of  his  personal  pa- 
pers dating  from  1843  to  1891  which  give  some 
information  about  him.  He  apparently  was  first 
employed  by  the  Steadman  Coopering  Factor;/, 
owned  by  James  and  John  Steadman,  and  through 
them  met  and  married  their  sister,  Louisa  Jane 
alien  Steadman,  1825-1890,  on  Deo.  11,  1843.  He 
also  operated  a retail  establishment  before  the 
Civil  War.  Some  of  the  old  bills  are  inter- 
esting: gingham  9/  a yard,  coat  50^,  straw  hat 

50^,  shoes  $1.50,  eggs  12^  a dozen,  butter  20^ 
a pound,  chickens  33^  each,  cheese  12^  a pound, 
coffee  12^  a pound,  veal  8^  a pound,  mutton  9 <f, 
a pound,  rye  whiskey  in  barrel  lots  42^  a gal- 
lon, run  40^.  Housepainting  75^  a day,  some 
labor  $1.25  a day.  Grandpa’s  tuition  at  the 
Leesburg  Academy  was  12^  a week. 

Great-Grandfather  enlisted  in  the  Loudoun  Ran- 
gers on  August  25,  1863  and  servod  until  the 
end  of  the  Civil  War.  The  Rangers  were  the  only 
organized,  group  of  Virginians  attached  to  the 
Kortnern  Army.  I doubt  that  ho  enlisted  as  a 
fignter . He  was  49  years  old  and  array  servico 
may  havo  been  the  only  source  of  income  avail- 
able to  support  his  family  of  five  minor  child- 
ren. Eis  service  papers  say  that  he  was  a 
blacksmith.  He  was  injured  in  line  of  duty  and 
in  later  life  received  a pension  of  $12  a month 
After  the  war,  ho  operated  a firm  known  as 
Forsyth  and  Head.  Ho  hold  a military  appoint- 
ment to  the  Leesburg  town  council  in- 1868  to 
succeed  David  Steadman.  He  appears  to  have  had 
an  inventive  mind  for  he  obtained  a patent  on  a 
car  coupling  in  1871  and  on  a washing  machine 
in  1883.  There  is  no  ovidence  that  ho  obtained 
revenue  from  either. 
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William  Jackson  and  Louisa  Jane  Ellen  Steadman 
Forsyth’s  children-,  all  born  in  Leesburg,  Va„, 
were:  John  William,  1844-1896,  my  grandfather; 

Henrietta,  1847-1917;  James  Henry,  1849-1918; 

Mary  Margaret,  1851-1929;  Charles  F.,  1854-1918; 
and  George  Robert,  1857-1946* 

My  great-grandparents,  their  son  Charles,  their 
daughter  Henrietta  and  her  husband  Henry  Clay 
Wallace  are  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  the 
Union  Cemetary  in  Leesburg,  Va.  Details  of  their 
children  follow; 

JOHN  WILLIAM  FORSYTH,  1844-1896,  was  my  grand- 
father* He  was  educated  in  the  Leesburg  Academy. 
On  June  20,  1862,  he  enlisted  in  the  Loudoun 
Rangers  and  served  unti-1  the  end  of  the  war.  He 
became  a Sergeant,  was  captured  three  times  and 
served  two  confinements  in  Libby  Prison  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia*  He  published  his  wartime  experi- 
ences in  a pamphlet  entitled  "Guerilla  Warfare 
and  Life  in  Libby  Prison."  The  booklet  was  re- 
cently reissued  by  the  Turnpike  Press  of  Annan- 
dale,  Virginia.  Rev.  Melvin  Lee  Steadman,  Jr. 
sponsored  the  reissue  and  added  a family  history. 
Following  the  war.  Grandfather  dedicated  his  life 
to  the  ministry  in  the  Ola  Stone  Methodist  Church 
in  Leesburg,  Va.,  whero  his  future  brother-in-law 
was  the  pastor.  He  lived  and  preached  in  the 
following  towns:  Waterford,  Va.,  1868;  Bote- 

tourt, 'Va.,  1869-1871;  Mt.  Crawford,  Va.,  1871- 
1872;  Monterey,  Va.,  1873-1874;  Myersville,  Md., 
1874-1877;  St.  Louisville,  Ohio,  1877-1878; 
Bishopville,  Ohio,  1^78-1^80  and  Frazeysburg, 
Ohio,  1880-  ? , It  is  understood  that  he  re- 
turned to  Virginia  for  throe  years,  also  that  he 
had  a Church  in  Herndon,  Va.,  so  ho  may  have 
been  in  Herndon  from  1883  to  1886  and  went  from 
there  to  Iowa.  He  transferred  to  the  Northwest 
Iowa  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  and 
preached  in  the  following  Iowa  towns:  Holstein 
and  Galva,  1886;  Alden,  1887-1888;  Gilmore  City 
(where  Grandmother  died),  1889;  Garner,  1890; 


Smithland,  1891;  Burt,  1892  and  LuVerne,  1893. 
His  health  failed  and  he  lived  v/ith  his  daugh- 
ter, ^vunt  Alice  Long,  in  Britt,  Iowa,  in  1894- 
5-6.  There  are  newspaper  accounts  that  ho 
conducted  revival  mootings,  served  as  a supply 
pastor  and  lectured  on  his  wartime  experiences 
when  he  resided  in  Britt.  Ko  took  a church  in  ' 
Y.'orthington,  Minn.,  in  1896  and  died  there  on 
Dec.  19,  1896.  He  is  buried  in  Britt,  Iowa. 

I never  knew  my  grandfather.  The  Iowa  Methodist 
Conference  records  say  this  about  him,  "j.  Yf.  • 
Forsyth,  and  II.  P.  Dudley  were  readmitted.  Broth- 
er Forsyth. .. .had  a large  and  well  proportioned 
body.  His  voice  was  sonorous  and  his  carriage 
dignified.  His  preaching  was  rather  above  the 
average...."  His  obituary  in  the  Deo.  23,  1896, 
Britt,  Iowa,  Hows,  in  part  says,  "Deceased  was 
an  earnest,  faithful  exponent  in  liis  daily  life 
of  the  creed  he  profossed . . . .The  text  used... 
v/as  of  his  selection  and  was  taken  from  First 
Corinthians,  15-57,  "Thanks  be  to  God  who  has 
given  us  the  victory,"  and  was  the  inspiration 
of  an  eloquent  and  feeling  tribute  to  the  loy- 
alty and  true  worth  of  tho  deceased  as  a citi- 
zen, soldier  and  Christian  gentleman." 

Grandfather  married  Mary  Charlotte  Sykes,  sister 
of  the  pastor,  Rev.  George  S.  Sykes,  of  the  Old 
Stone  Methodist  Church  in  Leesburg,  Virginia. 

The  Sykes  home  was  in  Vfest  Hewton,  Pa.,  and  they 
were  married  in  tho  Methodist  Church  there  on 
July  1,  1869.  Their  children  were: 

LILLI AM  OWEN  FORSYTH,  1872-1935,  born  in  Lees- 
burg, Va.  He  married  my  mother,  Hephzibah 
Sarah  Hayward,  of  Rclfe,  Iowa,  1877-1962,  on 
April  12,  1899.  He  was  a cigar  maker  by  trade. 
They  resided  in  Emmet sburg,  Iowa,  where  my  only 
sister,  Charlotte,  vias  bom  on  April  13,  1900, 
Mason  City,  Iowa,  whore  I was  born  on  July  20, 
1902,  and  Monroe,  Iowa,  where  they  separated  in 
1906  and  Mother  returned  to  her  homo  in  Rolfe, 
Iowa,  with  my  sister  and  me.  I saw  my  father 


only  five  times  after  that,  the  last  time  in 
1918.  “ iiy  sister,  now  Mrs.  Charlotte  Forsyth 
.Scheihing,  has  married  twice  and  has  two  sons: 
John  W.  Spangler,  born  in  1917,  of  Vforland, 
'Wyoming,  and  Robert  Charles  Scheihing,  born  in 
1921,  of  Ilomev/ood,  Illinois.  John  married 
Sylva  Ryan  in  1943  and  they  have  three  sons,  a 
daughter,  a son-in-law,  a daughter-in-law  and 
one  grandchild.  Robert  has  never  married.  I 
graduated  from  the  Rolfc,  Iowa,  High  School  in 
1920,  attended  a business  college  in  Sioux  City 
Iowa  in  1921,  was  employed  in  Sioux  City  and 
Chicago,  111.  until  1932,  when  I moved  to 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  where  I now  reside.  I was  a 
Government  auditor  for  fifteen  years  and  en- 
gaged in  the  real  estato  business  for  eighteen 
years  and  arn  now  retired.  My  wife  is  the 
former  Martha  Elizabeth  Spivey  of  Eatonton,  Ga. 
We  were  married  August  31,  1935  and  have  no 
children. 


AUNT  ALICE  FORSYTH,  the  oldest  daughter,  was 
born  in  Leesburg,  Va.  in  1872.  She  married 
Charles  B.  Long  of  Britt,  Iowa,  about  1890,  and 
resided  there  until  about  1910  when  she  moved 
to  Chicago,  111.  lie  was  a photographer.  Both 
died  in  1927.  There  were  two  children:  Edith, 

who  never  married  and  was  Supervisor  of  the 
Hughes  Room  in  the  Chicago  Public  Library  until 
her  death  in  1928,  and  Harold,  who  was  an 
Agency  Manager  for  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  in  Chicago,  111.  until  his  death 
in  the  1930*3.  His  widow.  Ivy  L.  Long,  resides 
in  Palos  Heights,  111.  There  were  two  children 
William  Forsyth  Long  and  Dorothy  Long.  Both 
are  married  and  there  are  eight  grandchildren. 

UNCLE  AMES  EUKY  FORSYTH  was  born  in  Myersville, 
Md.  in  1877  and  died  in  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa,  in 
1911.  We  only  know  that  ho  operated  a drug 
store  in  Yetter,  Iowa,  was  married  and  had  one 
son,  John  William  Forsyth,  whose  present 
address  is  not  known. 
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AUNT  E STELLA  MAE  FORSYTH,  tho  younger  daughter, 
was  born  in  Bishopville,  Ohio,  in  1880,  she 
married  Henry  Oates  Jones  in  1902  and  resided  in 
LeMars,  Iowa  until  her  death  in  1934.  Henry  is 
dead.  There  was  one  son,  Robert  Forsyth  Jones, 
born  in  1910,  who  now  resides  in  Aurora,  Colo- 
rado. His  wife  was  the  former  Myrtle  Mae  Diedi- 
ker  of  LeMars,  Iowa  and  they  have  two  daughters: 
Jere  Ann,  born  in  1947  and  Vicki  Lynn,  born  in 
1950. 

GREAT-AUNT  HENRIETTA  FORSYTH,  1847-1917,  married 
Henry  Clay  Wallace,  1848-1909.  lie  was  a banker 
in  Rockville,  Md.  There  were  three  children: 
Francis  Clay  Wallace,  18G9-  , who  married 

Irene  French;  Essie  Court land  Wallace,  1871-1951 
who  married  Eugene  Feddell  Robinson,  1.863-1933, 
in  1890;  Julian  Carlton  Wallace,  1873-  , who 

married  Brenta  French.  Cousin  Essie  had  two 
sons:  Wallace  B.  Robinson,  born  in  1891-  , 

and  Francis  M*  Robinson,  1893-  • It  is  under 

stood  that  Wallace  and  Francis  engaged  in  the 
jewelry  business  in  Washington,  D.C.  but  nothing 
further  is  known  of  the  family. 

GREAT- UNCLE  JAMES  HENRY  FORSYTH,  1849-1918,  was 
a shoemaker  in  Leesburg,  Va.  His  wife  was  the 
former  Mary  F.  Ryon,  1851-1933.  There  were 
three  children:  Irene  Elizabeth,  1875-1958,  who 
was  employed  by  tho  Riggs  Rational  Bank  in 
Washington,  D.C*;  Brooke  Powell,  1879-1940,  who 
operated  a retail  store  in  Leesburg,  Va.  and 
Maude  Annie,  1877-1967,  who  was  employed  by  a 
doctor  and  in  the  library.  Brooke  married  Nan- 
nie Cooksey,  1885-1960.  They  had  no  children. 
Cousin  Maude  was  the  last  member  of  my  family  to 
reside  in  Leesburg  and  I visited  her  in  1966. 

She  gave  me  many  of  her  family  pictures,  several 
books  and  keepsakes,  and  a largo  collection  of 
letters  and  papers  that  are  of  some  historical 
value . 
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GREAT  AUNT  MARY  MARGARET  FORSYTH,  1851-1929, 
was  married  to  Howard  S.  Hardy  and  resided  in 
Baltimore,  Md.  Two  children  died  in  infancy. 

GREAT  UNCLE  CHARLES  F.  FORSYTH,  1854-1918,  was 
married  to  Minnie  Harvey,  deceased.  They  lived 
in  Leesburg,  Va.  and  Washington,  D.C.  and  ho 
engaged  in  various  sales  activities.  There  were 
no  children.  He  is  the  only  member  of  the 
family  to  visit  my  grandfather  in  Iowa.  I have 
several  letters  that  he  wrote  to  his  brother 
James  in  1892  containing  interesting  bits  of 
news . 

GREAT  UNCLE  GEORGE  ROBERT  FORSYTH,  1857-1947, 
was  married  to  Theressah  Schlief,  1851-1916. 

They  resided  in  Leesburg,  Va.,  Shepherds town. 

Til'.  Va.  and  Oxford,  lid.,  where  ho  was  employed  in 
retail  stores  and  a factory.  There  were  two 
children:  a son.  Garland,  1888-1907,  and  a daugh- 
ter, Leila  Louiso  Forsyth,  1882-1947,  who  married 
William  Nathaniel  Croswell  of  Baltimore,  Md . on 
August  30,  1905.  Leila  died  in  1948  and  William 
died  in  1932.  Ho  was  Superintendent  for  the 
Baltimore  Life  Insurance  Company.  There  were 
five  children:

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. DR.  F.  HOWARD  FORSYTH  of  Hidden  Hills  Farm, 
Leesburg,  Va.,  is  a comparative  newcomer  to 
Loudoun  County.  Ho  was  born  in  alberta,  Canada 
on  May  25,  1912,  the  son  of  J.  Frank  and  Rachel 
(Ackroyd)  Forsyth.  Wo  can  find  no  close  rela- 
tionship. He  may  bo  a descendant  of  James 
Forsyth  who  settled  at  the  Falls  of  the  Niagara 
in  1783.  Dr.  Forsyth  attended  Brigham  Young, 
Iowa  State  and  Minnesota  Universities  and  holds 
a Doctorate  degree  in  Sociology.  He  has  served 
on  a large  number  of  Government  Boards  as  an 
economist  and  sociologist,  has  authored  many 
papers,  pamphlets  and  books  and  is  presently 
engaged  in  research  at  the  University  of  Mary- 
land, College  Park,  Maryland.  He  married 
Zella  Dague  on  June  8,  1937  and  they'-  have  five 
children:  Scott,  Jean;  Tara,  Jill  and  Janet. 
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FORSYTHS  OF  GEORGIA 

John  Forsyth  was  possibly  tho  most  illustrious 
porson  tho  family  produced  in  America.  His 
father  was  Robert  Forsyth,  brother  of  my  great- 
great-great-grandfather,  William  Forsyth.  Their 
parentage  is  detailed  in  Sect.  2. 

ROBERT  FORSYTH,  1754-1794,  father  of  John,  was 
born  in  Ireland,  came  to  Chester,  New  Hampshire 
with  his  father,  Matthew  Forsyth,  Jr.,  and 
moved  to  Fredericksburg,  Va.  about  1770.  He  was 
a man  of  means  and  there  is  a record  of  a num- 
ber of  realty  deals  in  his  name  in  Fredericks- 
burg. During  the  Revolutionary  War,  he  was  a 
Captain  in  Henry  (Light  Horse  Harry)  Lee*s 
Brigade  in  1776,  a Major  in  1777,  Deputy  Quar- 
termaster of  the  Southern  Army  in  1778,  and 
Aide  do  Camp  to  General  George  Washington.  He 
was  appointed  United  States  Marshall  in  Augusta, 
Ga.  in  1786  and  was  murdered  there  while  per- 
forming his  duties  in  1794.  He  was  awarded 
5,333  l/3  acres  of  land  in  Ohio  Territory  as 
compensation  for  his  services  in  the  war  but  did 
not  accept  it.  He  acquired  about -50,000  acres  of 
land  in  Georgia.  He  married  Mrs.  Fannie  (Johns- 
ton) Houston,  a widow.  She  was  a sister  of 
Judge  Peter  Johnston  of  Fredericksburg,  Va.  and 
a'int  of  Lieut.  General  Jos.  E.  Johnston  of  the 
Confederate  Army.  Their  children  were: 

JAMES  FORSYTH,  1778-1837,  who  married  Rebecca 
Picketts.  Their  son  was  George  Russell  Forsyth, 
1822-1902.  He  married  Matilda  Nevillo,  moved  to 
Pemberton,  Ohio,  and  had  one  daughter,  Harriott, 
who  married  William  Bell  Woodward ♦ 

ROBERT  MORIAH  FORSYTH,  1778-1797.  ■ He  graduated 
with  honors  from  Princeton  University  in  1797 
and  moved  to  Savannah,  Ga.,  where  he  died  tho 
same  year. 
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JOHN  FORSYTH,  1780-1841*  Born  in  Fredericksburg, 
Va.,  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1799, 
Member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati . moved 
to  Augusta,  Georgia  and  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  law.  He  held  the  following  appointive  and 
elective  public  offices:  Attorney-General  of 

Georgia,  1808-1311;  United  States  Congressman 
from  Georgia,  1813-1818;  United  States  Minister 
to  Spain,  1819-1322,  where  he  handled  the  negoti- 
ations with  Spain  which  settled  certain  we  stern 
boundary  lines  and  acquired  the  State  of  Florida 
for  the  United  States;  United  States  Congressman 
from  Georgia,  1823-1827;  Governor  of  Georgia, 
1828-1330;  United  States  Senator  from  Georgia, 
1830-1834;  Secretary  of  State  in  the  Cabinets  of 
Presidents  Jackson  and  Van  Buren,  1834-1841.  His 
death’ occurred  in  Washington  on  Oct.  22,  1841. 

His  wife  was  Clara  Meigs,  daughter  of  Honorable 
Josiah  Meigs,  first  President  of  the  University 
of  Georgia.  The  University  sponsored  Dr.  Alvin 
Laroy  Duckett 1 s"  biography  of  John  to  which  I 
have  referred.  John  and  Clara’s  children  we re:

JULIA  FORSYTH,  1303-  lJ  , married  Honorable  A. 
Iverson,  Judge  of (the  Supreme  Count  of  Georgia, 
United  States  Senator  and  General  in  the  Confed- 
erate Army.

of  Washington,  D.  C. 

CLARA  FORSYTH,  1810-  .,  married  Captain  Murray 

Mason,  U*  S..  Navy,  later  a Commodore  in  the  Con- 
federate Navy,  son  of  General  John  Mason  of 
Virginia.  A daughter  married  Capt . S.3.  Davis, 
Confederate  Army  of  Alexandria,  Virginia. 

JOHN  FORSYTH,  JUNIOR,  1312-1878.  Member  of  the 
Society  of  the  Cincinnati . Graduated  from 
Princeton  in  1832.  Adjutant,  l3t  Georgia  Regi- 
ment in  the  Mexican  War,  United  States  Minister 
to  Mexico,  1856,  Mayor  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  I860. 
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He  opposed  secession  but  supported  his  state 
when  the  decision  was  made.  Confederate  Com- 
missioner, 1861.  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Con- 
federate Army  of  Tennessee,  1863.  Editor  of  the 
Mobile  Register  until  his  death.  He  married 
Margaret,  daughter  of  Latham  Hull  of  Augusta, 
Georgia.  Their  children  were:  1.  Charles 

Forsyth,  born  in  Mobile.  Colonel,  3rd  Alabama 
Regiment,  Confederate  Army,  distinguished  at 
Battles  of  Bull  Run,  Shiloh,  Seven  Pines,  and 
about  Petersburg  in  the  Civil  War.  He  married 
Laura,  daughter  of  Lorenzo  M.  Sprague  and  had:

' 'William.  G.  and  Ambrose  13.  Forsyth,  brothers, 
came  to  Terminus,  Georgia  in  1843  from  Mecklin- 
burg  County,  H.C.,  where  they  were  born  in  1811 
and, 1812  respectively.  The  names  of  their  parents 
are  not  known.  The  1851  City  of  Atlanta  directory 
lists  them  both  as  cotton  brokers,  with  an  office 
in  the  Gould  Building  on  Decatur  Street,  and 
Ambrose  as  the  proprietor  of  a mercantile  busi- 
ness on  Whitehall  Street  between  Alabama  and 
Mitchell  Streets. 

The  1844  directory  lists  William  G.  as  a sawyer 
for  Jonathon  Horcross  in  a lumber  plant  on 
Decatur  Street.  His  practice  of  giving  trim- 
mings to  the  poor  for  fuel  led  to  the  name  ! Slab 
Town*-  being  affixed  to  the  area,  which  name 
persisted  long  after  the  mill  was  moved.  He  was 
commissioned  a Major  by  Gov.  Jos.  E.  Brown  arid 
served  in  the  Confederate  Army  during  the  last 
twelve  months  of  the  Civil  War.  It  is  said  that 
•when  units  of  Sherman *s  Army  raided  Athens,  Ga., 
he  intervened  and  saved  the  buildings  of  the 
University  of  Georgia  from  destruction.  He  died 
in  1895.  His  home  was  on  Race  Track  Street. 

Ambrose  Boswell  Forsyth  took  a more  active  inter- 
est in  civic  affairs.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Commission  (Council)  of  Martha svi lie  in  1845  and 
was  one  of  the  sponsors  of  the  first  Sunday 
School  in  1847.  It  was  r. on-denominational  and 
known  as  the  Atlanta  Union  Sunday  School.  H.C. 
Holcombe  won  over  him  in  an  election  for  council- 
man in  1848  but  he  was  elected  in  1849  and  again 
in  1856.  He  was  a member  of  the  committee  that 
asked  the  legislature  to  move  the  capitol  to 
Atlanta  in  1854  and  was  one  of  the  incorporators 
of  the  Georgia  Westerly  Railway  in  the  same 
year.  His  home  was  on  Line  Street,  now  Edgowood 
Avenue.  He  purchased  the  one-half  acre  lot  in 
1846  for  $150.  During  the  Civil  Y.'ar,  he  was 
Quartermaster- Storekeeper  for  Georgia  for  the 
Confederate  Army.  He  died  2-21-1871. 
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William  Forsyth,  a blacksmith,  came  to  Atlanta 
in  1852.  He  was  not  related  to  Ambrose  D.  or  Ton. 
G.  Forsyth.  lie,  the  son  of  James  and  Jljio  For- 
syth, was  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  in  1823  and 
came  to  Fall  River,  Mass,  in  1846.  There  he  met 
Anne  McQueen,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Agnes 
■McQueen,  who  was  born  in  Roths gay,  Scotland  on  • 
4-27-1829,  They  were  married  on  12-25-1848. 
History  records  that  he  was  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facturn  of  muskets  for  the  Confederate  Army 
during  the  Civil  War.  Mrs.  Forsyth  was  wounded 
during  the  Battle  of  Atlanta.  Thoy  resided  at • 
105  Cain  Street,  N.W.  and  at  the  time  of  its 
sale  in  1962,  the  property  had  been  in  the  family 
for  more  than  one  hundred  years. 

William  Forsyth  had  four  children.  Annie  lived 
to  be  more  than  90  and  was  a highly  regarded 
member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Atlanta;  a daughter  whose  name  is  not  Iznown;  a 
son  Arthur  R.  Forsyth  of  Birmingham,  Alabama; 
and  a son  Col.  William  Woods  Forsyth,  an  out- 
standing officer  of  the  United  States  Army  from 
1882  until  his  retirement  in  1917. 

Col.  V;  i Hi  am  Woods  Forsyth  was  born  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  8-21-1856.  He  was  a student  in  the 
University  of  Georgia  in  1875,  entered  the 
United  States  Military  Academy  on  7-1-1877  and 
graduated  on  6-13-1882.

Although  this  is  primarily  a discourse  about 
the  Forsyths,  I feel  it  proper  to  include  brief 
remarks  about  my  mother  and  my  grandmothers  and 
their  families. 

Tilley-Hayv/ard  Family 

My  mother  was  Hephzibah  Sarah  Hayward  Forsyth, 
1877-1962,  daughter  of  Henry  James  and  Ellen 
Tilley  Hayward.  Mother  was  born  in  a log  cabin 
on  the  banks  of  the  Des  Moines  River  in  Poca- 
hontas County,  Iowa,  near  the  town  of  Rolfe. 

She  completed  all  public  schooling  available  in 
the  community  and  taught  school  until  her  marri- 
age in  1899.  Except  for  seven  years  residence 
in  other  Iowa  towns  while  married,  she  considered 
Rolfe  her  home  for  her  entire  life.  After  her 
return  to  Rolfe,  about  1903,  she  was  employed  in 
retail  stores  for  a number  of  years  and  operated 
several  retail  enterprises  of  her  own  at  various 
times.  She  was  active  in  civic  affairs.  Presi- 
dent of  the  Y/oman * s Club  and  a life-long  member 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  My  sister,  Charlotte 
Forsyth  Scheihing,  has  compiled  much  of  the 
following  information  about  Mother *s  parents. 

Henry  James  Hayward,  1832-1911,  was  born  in 
Mulhall,  Dorcet shire,  England.  Of  his  early 
life,  it  is  only  known  that  his  father  died 
young  and  that  he  was  a cabin  bov  on  sailing 
vessels,  and  in  seme  way  got  to  Dyersville, 

Iowa,  where  he  met  and  married  my  grandmother, 
Ellen  Tilley,  on  Dec.  25,  1857.  Grandfather  was 
a butcher  by  trade  and  operated  meat  markets  in 
a number  of  Iowa  towns  before  coming  to  Rolfe. 

He  too  was  a Civil  War  veteran,  a private  in 
Company  G,  6th  Iowa  Cavalry,  which  was  stationed 
in  the  Dakota  Territory  to  protect  the  thinly 
settled  Middle  West  from  Indian  attacks. 
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Grandmother  was  born  in  Weare,  Axbridge,  Somer- 
set, England  in  1837.  Her  parents  wore  Matthew, 
1811-  , and  Sarah  Pythor  Tilley.  The  ford, ly 

migrated  to  Iowa  prior  to  1857,  settled  in 
Pocahontas  County  in  1862  and  v/as  one  of  the 
first  to  settle  in  the  area. 

The  dates  shown  in  this  paragraph  are  the  years 
of  baptism  obtained  from  the  Church  of  England 
in  Weare.  Matthew*  s parents  were  George,  1779, 
and  Mary  Jane  Tilley;  George *3  parents  were 
Matthew,  1737,  and  Edith  Soanes  Tilley;  Matt-  • 
hew*  s parents  were  Matthew  and  Ann  Boiler  'Tilley 

Mother  had  eight  brothers  and  sisters;  Mary  Jane 
Hayward,  who  died  in  infancy;  Albert  James  Hay- 
ward, who  lived  in  North  Dakota;  Henry  James 
Hayward,  who  died  in  infancy;  Darley  Cornelius 
Hayward,  who  lived  in  the  state  of  Washington;

J at ions  of  Canada.

A History  of  the  Forsyth  Family  by  Jennie  Forsyth 
Jeffries,  340  parses  in  length,  contains  the  most 
comprehansive  account  of  one  branch  of  the  family 
that  I have  seen.  Mrs.  Jeffries  great  grandparents 
wore  David  and  .o&rgaret  Forsyth  who  came  from 
Ireland  to  America  in  1770.  She  did  not  trace  her 
family  further  hackbut  the  Irish  origin  would  in- 
dicate that  they  were  probably  Failzerton  Forsyths. 
David  and  Margaret  first  settled  in  Mart in sbur gh , 

Ya.  and  by  1794  they  had  a family  of  nine  children, 
'"hen  Congress  voted  free  land  in  Kentucky,  they  moved 
to  Middleton.  A migration  of  the  family  to  Indiana 
began  about  1825  and  by  the  20th  century,  the  family 
had  become  so  vast  and  well  established  that  the 
large  book  is  not  much  more  than  an  outline.  A 
listing  of  the  names  only  in  Mrs.  Jeffries  book 
would  be  larger  than  this  works.
